James Mduuee Again in the Deca- 


tur Jail. 


When the board of supervisors ot Piatt 


county met at Monticello last Tuesday, 
that body took official notice of the in- 
carceration of Jaines Mounce in the Ma- 
con county jail, and by resolution they 
ordered that he should be returned to 
the prison at Monticello. They said it 
didn't speak well for the law-abiding 
character of the people of that county 
to send their prisoners to another county 
for safe-keeping through few of mob vio- 
lence, thus taking issue with Judge 
Hughes who at the time of the killing of 
Adam Spear by Mounoe, thought it best 
that the prisoner should be brought 
here. 
The following night Mounce, 


much against his will, was removed from 
Decatnr to Monticello. It was done se- 
cretly, but it appears that the people 
of Piatt county became informed of the 
fact that the author of Spear's death was 
in their midst. Threatening mutterings 
catne to the ears of Sheriff Miller, who 
at last was informed from a trustworthy 
source that a mob was organizing to 
lynch Mounce and that if be was not 
taken away, there would soon be a mid- 
night hanging without judge or jury. 
This waa enough to alarm any sensible 
officer who is responsible for the safety 
of prisoners, and Sheriff Miller came to 
Decatur yesterday afternoon with Mounce 
in charge. He was placed once more in 
the custody ot Sheriff Mauzy, who is 
prepared to take care of his family of 
pets in^the stone part of the jail building. 
Should any artSed body of men come 
over from Piatt county, twenty-four 
miles distant, it would meet with a de- 
cidedly warm reception. The police will 
be on the lookout night for any sud- 
den invasion.- 


It will be remembered th.it Mounce 


and Spear met on the evening of Feb. 4 
in a lonely road near Centreville, in Piatt 
county; a few words passed between 
them, and Mounoe fired four or five bul- 
lets into the body of Spear. 
An old 


grudge of ten years' standing is said to 
have been the cause of the tragedy. 
Since the killing, articles published in 
the Monticello papers have brought poli- 
tics into the*case, and consequently the 
talk and excitement is bitter and in- 
tense. Spear was a Democrat, and the 
prisoner is a Bepublican. Mounce claims 
that he killed Spear in self-defense, firing 
at a time when he thought Spear had 
made an attempt to draw a pistol from 
his' hip pocket The prisoner was glad 
to get back into the Decatur jail. His 
trial will be had at the next term of the 
Piatt county circuit court. Possibly a 
change of venue will be necessary.

as abodes of animated existence than 
he latter are. But even in the case of 
he earth it must be admitted to have 
revolved millions of years aiound the 
un merely as a liery oib befme life 
.ppearcd on its surface, and e\ en alter 


had cooled down and become the 


abode of animated existence it pro- 
luced, daring countless millions ol 
'ears more, life only in its lowest 
orms. 
The existence of 
man is 


rat of yesterday. This is an instruct- 
ve lesson. It teaches us that al- 
liough man exists on tlie earth's 
mi-face it does not lollow that beings 
at the same older of intelligence as 
man exist upon all the other planets 
or even upon any of them. Upon some 
of the planets life may not have come 
nto existence; upon others life may 
exist, but in a less advanced stage than 
upon the earth; and the same remark 
is obviously applicable to the number- 
less bodies of the starry firmament 
the state of the question then is this: 
We can not pronounce positively upon 
the existence of life anywhere beyond 
•he planet upon which we dwell. 
But 


reasoning from analogy, we may sup- 
pose that certain, if not all, of the 
jther bodies of the planetary system, 
which in so many respects bear affinity 
;o our planet, are in like manner the 
ibodes of life in some form or another, 
ind that similarly there are countless 
bodies in the Jtellur regions which may 
ilso be the abodes of life. This is a 
question, however, upon which the 
noble science of astronomy, so dis- 
tinguished for the exactitude of its 
sonclusions, does not venture to pro- 
nounce a positive opinion, seeing that 
there exists no sure basis of facts avail- 
ible for its consideration. _ In these 
Mrcumstances it is left for' each indi- 
vidual inquirer to form his own opin- 
on independent of any support derived 
,rom scientific authority.—Prof. Grant.
